Mr. Smeltzer has been the principal of Harry Ainlay for the past five years. This year is his last at our school as 
he is retiring. 

Before taking on his present position at Ainlay, Mr. Smeltzer was the principal at Eastglen. In the past, he has 
worked inschools in Saskatchewan, and in small towns throughout the province of Alberta. At the first school 
where he was principal, he was required to teach all subjects to thirty one children, Grades 8-12. The main dis- 
advantage to this type of school, he says, is that the teacher is limited in the amount of time he has to spend with 
individual students. 'The kids work on their own the majority of the time. In a big school the teacher can get to 
One or two subject areas and become a real expert. You can't do that in a one or two room school. In a large 
school like Ainlay the kids get some of the most talented teachers in the province. 

When asked what he had enjoyed about Ainlay, Mr. Smeltzer said: "It's an exciting school in the sense that stu- 
dents can do so many things, and so well in many fields. I've never been in a school that had so much potential. 
The principal's job is to sit in the background and organize things so that the students can do things and use the 
opportunities they are given." 

The only thing that Mr. Smeltzer said had disappointed him while he was principal at our school was that the 
problems of vandalism, garbage and smoking in the school had never been completely solved. He is of the opinion 
that vandalism should be a problem for students and teachers to solve. "It cannot be done by armed guards, patrols, 
police or adults - it's got to be done as an educational program, and the kids must say 'This is where we draw the 
line. ' The students must turn others in and let the authorities do something about it. The biggest objection to this 
cames from adults. They're scared of this. They say "I don't want to get involved". If students want to make this 
a better school then they have to do something about it. They can do a great deal, especially the Grade twelves 
and elevens in providing leadership. " 

When asked what he saw as possible difficulties for students in future years, Mr. Smeltzer replied: "Big things - 
lots of changes. The demands of society for young people are changing all the time and it must be confusing for 
them. The number of courses and schools available will increase. I can't keep up with the changes - it must be 
extremely hard for students. Society also places continually changing values on young people. Close to 60% of the 
Grade twelves have jobs. Students even ten years ago didn't do this. These are pressures young people have to live 
under, " 

"It will become even more of a problem for kids to decide what they're going to do. I can't see it lessening as we 
go ahead - the public is cutting down on our services in the counselling area. Instead we should be trying to help 
students more. Parents try to relate to their children's situations from their own experiences, but they can't. Being 
a teenager today isn't simple - it's a tough life. I didn't have to work that hard when I went to school. That isn't

Mr. Smeltzer said he plans to develop some property he 
owns on a lake and on Vancouver Island upon retiring.

The principal expressed the following opinion about Harry 
Ainlay: "I think the students here are tremendous. I want 
to see them develop the talents and abilities we ve got. _ 
I've liked working with young people. Anybody who works 
with this school is very fortunate indeed. " ;
